Gas on the stomach is largely 


swallowed air and is not caused by 
serious difficulty. Death from pres- 
sure on the heart by gas on the 
stomach is impossible. 
Patients who complained of hav- 


ing an excess of gas on lhe sto- 
mach were tested for 
increased 
pressure. A tube was put in the 
stomach, but no increase in pres- 
sure was found. In most eases, so- 
called gas on the stomach consist- 
ed of a bubble of air in the U"pcr 
portion o£ the stomach and a pock- 
et of air in the lower end of the 
esophagus. 


Small amounts of air rise in the 


throat of normal persons atter cat- 
ing and drinking. It is brought up 
by muscular contractions 
which 


start in the upper part of the sto- 
mach and pass up the esophagus. 
It is air which has boon swallowed 
with, food and drink. 
Air which is brought up in 
the 


throat seldom if ever 
originates 


from gas fermentation in the sto- 
mach. Tests reveal that "stomach 
gas" has the same composition as 
atmospheric air. 


What Causes Heartburn 
When an infant cries during or 


after nursing, it can he caused by 
loo much air in the esophagus. Mo- 
thers understand the importance,ot 
holding their baby against 
their 


shoulder and patting it gently on 
the back to bring up swallowed air. 
Infants who have stopped sucking

Gas on the stomach is largely 


swallowed air and is not caused by 
serious difficulty. Death from pres- 
sure on the heart by gas on the 
stomach is impossible. 
Patients who complained of hav- 


ing an excess of gas on lhe sto- 
mach were tested for 
increased 
pressure. A tube was put in the 
stomach, but no increase in pres- 
sure was found. In most eases, so- 
called gas on the stomach consist- 
ed of a bubble of air in the U"pcr 
portion o£ the stomach and a pock- 
et of air in the lower end of the 
esophagus. 


Small amounts of air rise in the 


throat of normal persons atter cat- 
ing and drinking. It is brought up 
by muscular contractions 
which 


start in the upper part of the sto- 
mach and pass up the esophagus. 
It is air which has boon swallowed 
with, food and drink. 
Air which is brought up in 
the 


throat seldom if ever 
originates 


from gas fermentation in the sto- 
mach. Tests reveal that "stomach 
gas" has the same composition as 
atmospheric air. 


What Causes Heartburn 
When an infant cries during or 


after nursing, it can he caused by 
loo much air in the esophagus. Mo- 
thers understand the importance,ot 
holding their baby against 
their 


shoulder and patting it gently on 
the back to bring up swallowed air. 
Infants who have stopped sucking 
in the middle of a feeding 
may 


have an air block and should be 
burped.

Gas on the stomach is largely 


swallowed air and is not caused by 
serious difficulty. Death from pres- 
sure on the heart by gas on the 
stomach is impossible. 
Patients who complained of hav- 


ing an excess of gas on lhe sto- 
mach were tested for 
increased 
pressure. A tube was put in the 
stomach, but no increase in pres- 
sure was found. In most eases, so- 
called gas on the stomach consist- 
ed of a bubble of air in the U"pcr 
portion o£ the stomach and a pock- 
et of air in the lower end of the 
esophagus. 


Small amounts of air rise in the 


throat of normal persons atter cat- 
ing and drinking. It is brought up 
by muscular contractions 
which 


start in the upper part of the sto- 
mach and pass up the esophagus. 
It is air which has boon swallowed 
with, food and drink. 
Air which is brought up in 
the 


throat seldom if ever 
originates 


from gas fermentation in the sto- 
mach. Tests reveal that "stomach 
gas" has the same composition as 
atmospheric air. 


What Causes Heartburn 
When an infant cries during or 


after nursing, it can he caused by 
loo much air in the esophagus. Mo- 
thers understand the importance,ot 
holding their baby against 
their 


shoulder and patting it gently on 
the back to bring up swallowed air. 
Infants who have stopped sucking

These are the 
works of the old boy with the two- 
l-eggcd beard and the squint eyes 
who looks like Chit Chin Chow and 
is regarded as a master-intellect 
They are flat pictures, lacking in 
depth, depicting clouds and moun- 
tains. Some experts think Roerich 
is not an artist at all, but there 
are others who call him a genius 


Anyway, there is no doubt as io 


what Roerich thinks 
of himself 
nis messages to his following, in- 
ueecl to mankind, are replete with 
delicate acknowledgements of

ever since, sicked the internal rev- 
enue on Roerich, alleging that he 
nad not paid enough income lax.
